On a typical day 
recently, the “crime clock” listed 
16 robberies ranging from $15 
to $88z. But whatever the 
amount of money lost, the vic- 
tims each faced the danger of 
death or injury. 

The vice principal of one of 
the largest higsh schools in Wash- 
ington was slain in the corridors 
of his school during school hours 
in an attempt to foil a robbery 
being committed by youthful 
thugs. 

For the month of December, 
1968, the Washington police re- 
ported 629 holdups in all, more 
than double the number for De- 
cember, 1967. Compared to De- 
cember, 1965, the number of 
holdups in Washington has in- 
creased 452 percent. 

“The situation with regard to 
bank robberies is even more 
startling,” says Senator Thur- 
mond.

Elba High School is the 
site of Coffee County’s 1969 
Head Start Program now in 
progress, The 105 children 
enrolled in the program are 
selected from throughout 
the county.

The entry listhas grown 
to 30 runers for the gruel- 
ling race, but defending 
champion Larry Blancett
